O Jong ago as March, prior to the gathering in London of the 
delegates to the Imperial Conference, exploratory discussions 
were initiated to test the possibilities of an Anglo-American re- 
ciprocal trade agreement: yet so much out.of the blue does 
the announcement made this week. by Mr. Cordell Hull ap- 
peur, that it is easy to attach considerable political significance to 
the decision to embark upon formal negotiations, In the long 
analysis of trade relations between the two countries which ac- 
companied the statement by Mr. Hull, he confined himself strict- 
ly to facts and figures on imports and exports, saying nothing of 


_| the importance attached in Washington ,to the’ agreement ns part 


and parcel of a deliberate peace programme. Nevertheless; the 
impending step is of the broadest significance, marking as-it 


does a policy of more than trade decisions for close collaboration 
between the two countries. 


Politicn) considerations have obviously played a vital part in 
clearilig:-obstructions in the path of understanding. Reports 
trom the Imperial Conference indicated that the Dominions most 


‘interested in Empire Preference were unwilling to surrender 


their privileges in grder that an Anglo-American treaty might 
be achieved.

At'a time 
when economic co-operation seemed the only form of international 
co-operation the United States was ready to engage in, the time 
when Britain and America could best give a stabilising, relaxing 
lead to world economy, no very hopeful word in this aren of posi- 
tive pexce-makIng could be heard.

‘The major impression from Mr. Cordell Hull’s announcement 
is that Britain and the United States have travelled a long road 
in a few weeks, in their association in Shanghai, Tokyo and 
Brussels, ‘tnd that the virtual certainty of a trade agreement has 
a self-evident meaning, that the world’s two greatest democracies 
are drawing together under pressure from international brigand- 
ages. * 


The association carries no threat. The foundations .of 
Anglo-American understanding are not exclusive: their base, is 
the likemjndedness of common peace secking aspirations, which 
are broad/enough to offer a common meeting ground for all qu- 
manity.-.

FORGET who it was who said 
I that oratory was tho harlot 
of the arts, I half believe that it 
was Lord Baldwin; but-it docs not 
really matter, since he was wrong 
in any case. 

What is an orator, and. why is 
his art so despised?

A rightful claimant to that 
great title must be a balanced 
blend of thinker, reformer and 
moralist. His qualities must be 
of that rare kind that will enable 
him to create in the minds of thosc 
who hear him the same conscious 
devotion to on ideal or a pro- 
gramme nos exists in his own. And 
no speaker can kindle outside fires

HE young have advantages 

over their parents—more 
leisure and sometimes a better 
memory, But their parents have 
one immense — advantage over 
them. The adult may not know 
or may have forgotten hia his- 
tory, but he knows “what history 
is about.” He has lived long 
enough ta see something of the 
things with which history and 
literature oand geography and 
economies deal, And that makes 
these subjects far more interest- 
ing and intelligible to him.

They don't know 
what wages their gardeners at 
home are paid.” That remark con-

about education, One doesn't 
really understand” books = till one 
knows at first hand something of 
the sort of problems and persons 
with which they deal. And there- 
fore most of the subjecta in 
education menn far more to ws 
und interest us far more at 40 
or 50 or 60 than at 14 or 18 or 21, 

When we have | grasped this 
elementary truth and tried to 
netoon it, education will begin to 
nove forward, 

My point is that the adult, who 
knows something at least at first 
hand of the subjects with which 
literature and history and ygeo- 
graph deal, shouldn't leave edu- 
eation to the young who don't 
Perhaps 1 shouldn't) use the 
word education; IT sometimes 
think that we-shall not make 
much progress till we change its 
name. “Education” suggests 
achcols and teachers and 
examinations and text-books and 
money (a8 some people think) 
poured out dike water, or (as 
others think) not poured out 
enough. It is all: these thins, 
but they are neither its origin 
nor its geal. 

Education ts trying to learn ax 
much aa we can about the uni- 
verse In which we are spending 
70 yenra more or leas, and about 
the.experiments, experienées and 
adventures of men in it, in order 
that we may live there with more 
intelligence and interest.

VISIT TO. EMPRESS 


Chinese escort t by the Ya- 
men went to ench Legation to 
escort the ladies to the British 
Legation, aa Lady* MacDonald 
was Dean, Ench Indy was in a 
sedan chair ond had’ five chair- 
bearers and two mounted m 
foon. We atarted from the Br 
tish Legation at eleven o'clock 
for the Imperial Winter Palace, 
We formed quite 2 

with our twelves chairs and 
bearers, The Dean of the Diplo- 
matic Corps and four interpre- 
fers joined ua here, in chatra, 
with. elghteen mafoos and sixty 


mounted escorts, Each Chinese _ 


was dressed in his official rank 
uniform. When we reached the 
first gate of the Winter Palace 
we had to leave our chairs, ma- 
foos, oscorts—all, Inside the 
gate -were seven — red-upholster- 
ed court chairs fn a line, with six 
eunuch chair-benrers each, and 
many ‘escorts. We were taken 
to another gate inside of which 
was standing a fine railroad 
conch presented to) Chinn by 
France, W. entered this car, and 
eunuchs dressed ino black pushed 
and hauled it to another stoppin 
Place, where we were received by 
many officials and served with 
ten. This raltroad passed through 
a ocbeautiful city, clean and im- 
perjal. After a little rest and tea- 
sipping, we were escorted — by 
high officials to the throne-room, 
Our heavy garments were taken 
at the door, and we were usher- 
into the presence of the Em- 
peror and Empress Dowager. We 
stood according to rank (longest 
time in Peking) and bowed. Our 
firat interpreter presented cach 
lady to Prince Ch’ing and.he in 
turn presented us to Their Ma- 
jesties, Then Lady MacDonald 
read a short address in English 
on behalf .of the Jadics. The Em- 
preas Dowager responded 
through Prince Ch'ing.

I 
am aitting in my cabin right next 
to the wharf which has its roof 
bent in where fire ravaged thin 
landing place. The 
Doumer in the first ocean going 
liner ta come up the river sinco 
the Whangpoo wan closed and she 
is carrying a number of par- 
nengers away from Shanghai In 
about ten minutes time. Mean- 
while we sit and think, The 
whole panorama of the past pasacs 
before us, with its struggles, its 
fnilures and Ita auecesses. In it 
all going io end in one collossal 
failure-or will the Japanese take 
the nensible view? Everywhere 
one goes the: same question fa on 
the tip of everyone's tongue: 
“What is going to happen next?” 


Senseless Destruction 
Thousands of us stood on the 
tops of all the tallest buildings in 
Shanghai two days ago and 
watched the destruction of several 
millions dollars worth ‘of goods 
and godowns, residences and of- 
fices in Pootung and Nantao. sense- 
Ipas destruction if ever there was 
such, for it was done to overcome 
the 4,000 odd soldiers that were 
trapped by the military success of 
the Japanese when they landed 
thelr troops at Chapoo. There 
men would have given up their 
arms in any case in a few days’ 
time yet-the Japanerne High Com- 
mand had to give a spectacular 
that Nantao would be 
bombed If the Chinese did not xive 
in by 1.0 o’clock-on Wednesday 
last. 1 was taking tiffin with one 
of my oldest friends in Shanghai 
when the radio announcement 
giving this warning came over the 
air and almost to the second -the 
‘irst bomb exploded at one o'clock 
sharp an a warning to those who 
had remained in the aren in spite 


of the notice that had ‘been given. 


They did not start the real bomb- 
ing until 2.30 thus giving every- 
one a chance to get out if they 
wished and. then they began. 
Since this incident commenced 1 


have never heard such continuous | 


bombing. When I went home that 
evening and visited the top of the 
Metropole Hotel where 1 was stay- 
ing, onsight .met-my’ eyes which 
made me sick. A whole line of 
firos had started from one end of 
the town to the other, right from 
Siccawel to the Nantao Bund and 
over Sn to ‘the Pootung side into 
which shells were being pumped 
righ? across the Western part of 
the Settlement, right over the 
Concession and into all points 
beyond the boundary. The thun- 
der of these guns kept the whole 
town awnke that night and the 
glare in the aky made one realise 
that Shanghai would never be the 
same again for millions of people 


Massacre 
In Market Street 


The Police are beyond all 
praise. Day and night they have 
hod to be out in the streeta on 
duty. They have some peculiar 
yarns to tell and some horrible 
ones. I visited one of the higher 
Commissiqners and he told me of 
the massicre at Market St. when 
men, women and children were 
mowed down by machine guna be- 


cause s sniper had killed or 


wounded’ a Japanese sentry near 
Hongkew Market. The sight of 
150 bodies the next day lying 
hither and thither in Market St., 
all ages, sexes and sizes made 
somo of the oldest police officials 
in the city feo) queer. This same 
official told me the story of the 
Chinese woman who had been 
rounded up in Kiangwan after a 
threo weeks’ respite; she had been 
unable to hold out any Jonger duc 
to starvation and seven of them 
who had been hiding {n the hovels 
thora were put against a con- 
venient cottnge wall and machine 
gunned. She fell before : the 
bullots hit her. and in the confu- 
sion of a fire which took’ place at 
this identical momont in a near 
by hut, thus saving hor Nfe, she 
hid in a pile of wood until night 
fell. She was slightly wounded 
but all the snme sha began hor 
crawl to the Settlement. This 
took hor four days-and four nights 
an sho dared not Ieave cover by 
day, She was. eventually turned 
over to the Polico. in the ‘Settlo- 
mont ond. taken to hospital whero

she recovered and told this story. 


Wharf Atrocities 

One man, 2 godown keeper be- 
longing to the staff of Liddell 
Bros., had had hin hands tied be- 
hind him with wire along with 
numerous other Chineso workmen. 
They were then told to march to- 
wards the edge of the wharf. 
Bayonets were. prodded in their 
backs to make them get a move 
on and eventually they were 
thrust over the edge into the 
Whangpoo. Fortunately for this 
man the wire came loose and this 
enabled him to cling on to ono of 
the upright posts in the river 
under the wharf. Hero ho stayed 
for three days and three nighte 
working his way at night from one 
pile to another, although he wan 
wounded in the back. A Power 
Company launch rescued him one 
morning at the point of exhaus- 
tion when he came out from hid- 
ing and floated down the river. 
He wan quickly conveyed to hos- 
pital and that is the story he told 
the police. Many bodies woro re- 
covered from the river with 
bayonet wounds in the back prov- 
ing that his account was not an 
isolated case. ‘I was told that 
bodies had been found like this as 
far up as the Soochow Creck. 


Damaged Homes 

I was naturally very anxious to 
gee my own residence as soon as 
I arrived In| Shanghai but my 
pardener came to the office to ree 
port that Chinese troops had 
taken charge of the district, had 
flaced machine gun nests right 
behind the house and right along

A Peep. Into The 


Future 


By An 


‘Imaginative Author 


A may or not bo a trufem, that 
the greatest, the mont, epoch- 
maldng discevoricn, are.made in 
undramatic fashion, quite often 
aceldentally nnd at a time when 
an entirely different problem is 
being attacked, Or it may be that 
great discoveries aro mado by 
men whose feelings run ahead of 
their thinking. 

In Chapin's caso 1 think both 
accident and focling played their 
part. To you children of to-day 
who are not allowed: to study Hen- 
derson’s “History of the 20th and: 
21st Centuries," a great deal of 
Chapin's Journals would appear 
incomprehensible. This = Uttle 
paper should assist you to under- 
stand a little tho work of that 
great scientist. 

Alexander Chapin was at.the 
time of hin discovery a Doctor of 
Phitosophy (Ph. D.)—an element- 
ary degreo greatly prized in those 
days, He was one of the firat t 
be engaged in the then new 
sclence of Psychical .Rescarch in 
the University of London. 

In the third decade of the 
twentieth century the University 
of London raised to the dignity 
of a acience that which had beer 
considered to be merely a cult «” 
Black Magic and the Devil, and 
gave Chapin, who had graduated 
In one of the Colleges of the Uni- 
versity, a position in the experi- 
mental Inboratory. 

Now all the early experiments 
began with the study and the an- 
alysis of ectoplasm, that ‘sub- 
atanee which constitutes the very 
basia of plant ‘and animal life, 
the outer Inyer of protoplasm. 
Many had claimed to have photo- 
graphed it, early painters had 
acknowledged its presenco but 
had reserved it for the heads of 
saints, and many had scolfed nat

It was nan direct renult of 
Chapin’s efforta to detect fits pre; 
nence that ho invented his record-| 
Ing Instrument, aond-then, after -he 
hnd invented it, discovered that it 
neted Hike bloodhound. We 
read of his excitement 
after having recorded - on 
his dials the presence and | in- 
tensity. of ectoplasm in a human 
boing, to discover that the read- 
ing remained for all practical 


purposes the same when the sub- 
ject moved away from the ma- 
chine, so slightly did the inten- 
sity diminish. His empiric formula 
with {ts unknown Vartable C., 
which he soon discovercd waa the 
Coefficient of Ectoplasmic exten- 
sion for the particular body under 
measurement, stands to this day. 

Ho published 2 paper os a re- 

sult of his success In September 
1941, but made no mention of his 
machine, He appears to have 
been fortunate: in that lis experi- 
ments aroused no violent’ “con- 
troversy amongst those who knew 
nothing about the subject, as wasn 
generally the custom in those 
days, and he was left free to get 
on with his work, 
. And work he did. He early 
found: that .he could send mer- 
sages along his extension in the 
manner of an early wireless beam, 
using the machine as a tranamit- 
ter. It was ‘at this timo that he 
bullt another machine at hia. 
home, and it appears that he car- 
ried on further experiments in the 
ovening .when.his work at tho 
laboratory was finished. 

And go at last someone had dis- 
covered how it happened that pco- 
ple, generally closely connected 
by a bond of affection, would 
know (by the rupture of their 
ectoplasmic extension) — that. onc 
dear to them, but neatly ‘distant. 
from them, had died, for Chapin 
was producing the result, artifi- 
eially communicating when no 
bond of affection existed, in much 
tho ‘same manner af’ members of 
so-called savage tribes had been 
wont to communicate with the 
other over Yong distances. 

It is only comparatively recent: 
lv that we have understood why 
hia experiments were clothed in 
aecrecy, why very little was writ- 
ten by him at this stage, He had 
a secret, nnd it was fear of the 
secret becoming known that the 
world was kept from learning of 
hin auccess, ;

“Dear Mr. Culbortson: 

“It is undeninble, I think, that’ 
duplicate bridge has contributed 
grently to the general improvc- 
ment in bidding and play. during 
the Inst few years. But, In taking 
the credit for this improvement, 
duplicate also should stand tho 
rap for having spread a certain 
nmount of grief. It is all very 
woll for duplicate playera to in- 
cline strongly toward no trump 
and major suit contracts in thelr 
pursuit of top scores. But, since 
duplicate still is bridge, it must 


follow that the neglected minor]. 


suits will turn around “and bite 
every once in a while. It seems 
to me particularly foolish for o 
player 1o be influenced by the de- 
nomination of the suit when he is 
considering the best slam contract. 
From my experience with dupll- 
cate, I feel that the mere fact that 
one bide and makes o slam is 
guarantee of better than avcrage 
score. Why, then, aim at o top 
and riyk-a Lottom by passing up a 
completely sound minor suit for a 
doubtful major? :
